eor'Groff,. dt. a lecture in Moyse Hall 
last night, on "Goethe's Art of Uvlng." 
Giving up an administrative position 
flnancjally profitable, because it of- 
fered no satisfaction to his personal-. 
Ity, Goethe turned towards those fio- 
tlvltles In which he found most hu- 
man values. 

For a tlmo Goethe sought self-ex- 
pression In painting, but he felt too 
conscious of the teclmlcalfties^^land 
rules of the art. In literature -iiow- 
over Goethe found that rules and 
gif ^ yaystema . did not worry him, and his 
art becomo the manifestation of the 
Inner processes of his life. Wlmtever 
Goethe did was done with facility and 
a natural ease, expressive of the agree- 
,jpent ^between what ho did and what 
''lilsylhstlhot urged 'him to' do. 

True To Natural Self 
Throughout his whole life Goethe 
remained true.to his natural self, and 
his living and writing wore orgainlcal^ 
ly^dne. - To understand! Goethe's works 
!iiH'.-'to understand his life, as there Is 
lltUoiJirhis experience that Is not ex- 
vrtM^^a^lmfotk.
